PIRATICAL COMEDY ON THE 
HIGH SEAS.

The prefeasion of pirate is not usually ons 
that furnishes cause for amus2ment, but the 
incident which the other day transpired ba- 
tween two Chinsse-owned launches, the Nam 
Hing and the Kony Svo, tradiug botwoen Hong- 
kong and the West River. is decidedly ludicrous. 
The launches left the Harbour at 5.30 in the 
afternoon of Wednesday, tho 6th inst., on 
the usual ron, their destination boing Kum- 
chuk, up the Wost River. Tho course usually 
taken is an easterly ono, carrying the launches 
close to the island of Ling Ting, at the on-

trancs to Deep Bay, but thea Kon; S20 on this 
occasion, being rather heavily laden, decided to 
steer a western course for the purposs of koaping 
in deep-water. The Nam Ueuy was coming on 
some distance behind, and the mustar, seeing 
the Kong Soo suddenly deviate from her course 
—a thing she apparently had nevar done before 
—jumped tv the conclusion that th» dreaded 
Canton River pirates had seized her, and wore 
now running away with tha lauach. He did 
not pause to considsr that not a junk or a 
vesse! of any d:scription by which pirates might 
suddenly have borne down on the Koy Soo was 
in sight, but straightway sounded his whistle

It is well lit up with elec- 
tricity, as is also every other part of tho ship. 
Four large life-boats show that every provision 
has been made for the safety of passengers. It 
may also be noted that the telegraphic arrange- 
ments between the pilot house and engine | 
room are very complete, there being fit- 
fed an extra dial about the middle of the 
vessel's length so that: ordera may be trans- 
mitted from the pilot house when necessary. 
Each standard is also provided with a pointer 
showing thedirection in which the engines are 
moving. The steering gear and compass are 
fitted in the pilot-honse, the former operating 
two balanced rndders. On the main deck there 
is sleeping accommodation for 80 passengers, 
but altogether several hundred deck passengers 
can be carried on short runs. Here, again, a 
separate compartment is reserved for women, 
while the crew are berthed at the forward end. 
The boiler room is amidships. The boiler is of 
the multi-tubular type, 138 feet diameter, and 
working at a pressure of 120 pounds on the 
square inch. For driving up against a strong 
current, or if using inferior fuel, an engine is 
provided which retates a fan impelling air into 
the furnaces, A water indicator shows the 
pressure of air in tho tanks. There is 
also fitted a large duplex pamp for circula- 
ting water to the sanitary’ system and for 
general purposes. The galleys are situated 
on each side of the boiler house, one being 
fitted with cooking range and utensils in 
European style, and the other with rice boiler 
and stoves for natives. The engines indicate 
about 400 horse power. They are on the com- 
pound surface-condensing principle, the diame- 
ter of cylinders being 18 inches and 38 inches, 
with a stroke of six feet. The water for cir- 
culating’ is driven: by 8 separate rotary pump, 
which easily maintains 8 vacuum of 26 inches. 
The dynamo and its engine, with an elaborate 
array of switch boards, are placed in the engine 
room. The paddle wheel is 17 feet in diameter 
between centres of floats, and revolves at full 
speed at the rate of 20 turns per minute, giving 
a theoretical velocity of 10} knots per hour. 
On the return of the boat to Wanchai the

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OUTRAGE ON THE PRAYA. 

——___ 4 ___—__- . : 
EUROPEAN PARTLY BLINDED BY VITRIOL. 


An outrage of an exceptionally cowardly 
nature was perpetrated on the Praya on Thurs- 
day morning about seven o'clock, the victim 
being Mr. G. Reek, leading man of store-houses 
at H.M. Naval Yard. Mr. Reek left his home 
in Morrison Hill Road about half-past six on 
Thursday morning to start the day's duties 
at the Naval Yard. His road lay along the sea 
front, and is the ome he has always been in the 
habit of taking. ‘When opposite the French 
Convent on the Praya, a quantity of 
vitriol. was thrown with startling sud- 
denness in Mr. Reek’s face. Happily, at 
the moment.the vitriol struck him, Mr. Beck 
had his right hand to his head, and to this fact 
alone is to be attributed the fact that Mr. Reek 
is not now totally blind. As it was, his fore- 
head, and the upper part of fhe right side of his 
face, as wellas right arm, have been severely 
burnt Mr. Resk, who saw no one about, at 
once hurried to the Naval Hospital, where jt 
was found that the sight of one eye, the 
right, was almost totally destroyed. The left 
eye, and in fact the whole of the left side 
of the face, is practically untouched, this 
being due to the circumstance that the 
right side of Mr. Reek’s head amd body 
was presented to the parapet, the direction 
from which the vitriol was thrown. From the 
Naval Hospital Mr. Reek was taken home, 
where he is now confined. 

No motive is known for the dastardly crime, 
and so far the police have not been successful in 
effecting any arrests, but it is sincerely to be 
hoped that such will not long be thejcase. Mr. 
Reek says he has an impression of seeing a hand 
suddenly appear over the parapet, causing him 
instinctively to throw up his arm to guard his 
head. This statement indicates therefore that 
the vitriol came from one of the many native 
boats moored alongside the Praya wall, and that 
there the criminal will be found. The police 
authorities are sparing no effort to trace the 
crime to its source. 


The death is reported on the 28th inst., under 
painful circumstances, of M. F. Chalant, an old 
resident of Bangkok, and part proprietor of the 
Siam Free Press. After 
in the best of health during the morning, he 
was missed, and was found in his house in 
Windmill Road suspended by a ropo from a 
beam. - Everything that was possible was done 
forthe unfortunate man, but efforta were without 
avail.

- in port in the early part of the year, there 


was a great need for special effort, ond the 
machinery at hand for dealing with the seamen 
while ashore gathered additional force by the 
appointment as Assistant ( haplain of the Rev. 
T. .Wright, whose stipend hod been assured 
out of the funds of the parent society. Later 
in the‘year the arrival of a number of British 
vessels from the North for their annual over- 
haul, ‘and several American battleships and 
cruisers from the Sonth, made it apparent that 
increased attendances upon the vessels were 
absolutely necessary if’the seamen wero to be 
reached when they had:their liberty ashore 
The provision of an additional labourer in that 
field made it possible for the work to be done 
more thoroughly, aad over twenty-fiva thousand 
seamen availed themselves of the recreative ad- 
vantages oifered at the Star Coffee House and 
the Kowloon Institute during the year under re- 
view. The need for pecuniary aid an! support 
was More and moreapparent. Over ten thous- 
and seamen had attended the mestings held by 
the Chaplains both ashore and afloat, who had 
received the most encouraging testimony as to 
‘ the good fruit born of their labours. During 
the past three years the increase iu the work 
was gradual, ond in 1899 twice as many men 
were reached as in 1898, and in 19UU six 
times as many as in 1898. For the first two 
months of the present year, the various 
agencies of the mission had been visited by as 
many as hadjatiended them in 1899. The local 
committee in their report, after thanking the 
Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Company for 
their kindness in overhauling and repairing 
th mission launch Dayspriug, observe that the 
following firms had kindly given allowauces 
of coal for the launch and the Kowloon 
Institute during the winter mouths :—Messrs.

CANTON GOVERNMENT IN STRAITS. —

itself in a worse plight. It had to pay the 
wages of a large number of soldiars and braves, 
a number of petty officials who enjoy sinecures, 
and the candidates awaiting appointments. 
Where was the money-to come from? After 
payment of the indemnity in the cases of the 
recent anti-Christian riots, and tho large re- 
mittance sent to Shensi to relieve the Imperial 
wants, the Treasurer found the treasury was 
short by about one million taels. He had 
therefore to borrow from the Salt Commissioner 
2uU,006 taels. When he sent round to arrange 
a loan of another hundred thousand taels with 
the native banks, most strangely none were 
willing to lend, and-most of the poor fellows 
who were expecting moneg for the New Year 
j had to go without, and make the hast shift 
they could. -

The text as telegraphed is as follows :— 

“All military, civil and judicial power neces- 
sary to govern the Philippine Islands acquired 
from Spain by the treaties concluded at Paris 
ou the tenth day of December eighteen hundred 
and ninety eight and at Washington on the 
seventh day of Novembér nineteen hundred 
shall, until otherwise provided by Congress. ba 
vested in snch person and persons and shall 
be exercised in such manner as the President 
of the United States shall direct. for the 
establishment of civil government and for 
maintaining and protecting the inhabitants 
of said Islands in the free’ enjoyment of -their 
liberty, property and religion. Provided that 
all franchises granted under the authority 
hereof shall contain a reservation of the right 
to alter, amend or repeal the same. Until 
“u permanent government shall have been 
established in said Archipelago full reports 
shall be made to Congress on or before tlie 
first day of each regular session of all legisla- 
tive ects and proceedings of the temporary 
government instituted under the provisions 
hereof ‘and full reports of the acts and doings 
of said government and a« to the condition 
of the Archipelago and of its people shall be 
made to the President, including all informa- 


tion of the public lands or the timber thereon 
or the mining rights therein shall he made;

be granted which is not approved by the

“that they expected them {o, arrive after two 
weeks ; “and that on the samo day they wired 
to Ching Kiang.” Again, the broker said 
that between the 24th November, when the con- 
‘tract was executed, and the 4th Decembir he 
‘saw the respondents on four separate occa- 
sions, and enquired of them when the peas were 
going to arrive. The respondents, on the 
other hand, declared that the broker only 
came to seo them once after the date 
of the contract, namely, cn the 29th No- 
vember. He must confess that, so far as 
he could form-an opinion with respect to 
these differing statements from merely reading 
the notes -of evidence, his inclination was to 
accept the appellant's version of the matter as 
moro consistent with the terms of tho written 
contract and with the probabilities of the case. 
At any rate it was clear that the appellants 
were anxious to get the peas as soon as possible. 
The question at issuc between the parties turned, 
of course, upon the construction of tho 
contract. On behalf of the respondents, 
it was contended that they had ten days 
during which to make delivery of the goods, 
and that this period of ten days, iu the 
events which had actually happened, commenced 
‘to run on the expiration of the other period of 
14 days mentioned in the contract, and was to 
be added to it. The result of this contention 
would be that the respondents had a period of 
14 days altogether during which they could 
perform the contract on their part. The Court 
below adopted this construction. holding that 
the stipulation as to the time within which 
the goods were to arrive was immaterial 
and did not go to-the essence of the contract, 
and, as the goods hnd been notified as ready for 
delivery on the 24th day, judgment was given 
for the respondents in both cases. With much 
respect and after long consideration, he found 
himself unable to follow this reasoning. It ap- 
peared to him that the term as to the arrival 
of the goods was. intended by both parties, 
and especially by the buyers, to be a material 
one. In his opinion the appeals in both 
cases must ba allowed. In snit No. 1,049 
‘of 1900 judgment must be entered for the 
appellants for the difference in price be- 
tween 440 bags of peas at $2°75 a picul and 
the:same quantity at €2°90a picul.

So matters 
continued till the old sore about the conduct of 
anew Commissioner sent down to- Canton to 
restrain the “barbarian” again aroused the de- 
clining dogs of strife; and a new war led toa 
new chapter in the ever recurring drama of 
Eastern exclusiveness against Western advance. 
The Arrow War, which name we may con- 
veniently apply to the war of which the capture 
of the,lorcha Arrow was but an incident, ma 
be said to have commenced in December, 1856, 
by the burning of the “ Foreign Factories” at 


-Canton, and the issue of a proclamation by 


Vioeroy Yeh, offering rewards for English heads. 
Yeh marked the close of an era which had been 
initiated by Commissioner Lin, and it may be 
said to have finally ended in the peace concluded 
in Tientsin on the 27th June, 1858. Of the 
war Mr. Michie’s work gives a condensed, 
though useful account; Wingrove Cooke, Law- 
rence Oliphant, Stanley Lane-Poole, De Moges 
and others give full details, During the final 
negotiations at Tientsia, an ominous figure 
momentarily appeared on the scene; that was 4 
reappeirance of old Kiying, who, after a long 
period of disgrace, consequent on his association 
with the “barbarian” in the occupation of 
Hongkong, was as a last resource sent down to 
join the Chinese peace commissioners in the ho 
that his previous sucgesses in the colony might 
prove of advantage in softening the demands of 
the British and French plenipotentiaries. Ki- 
ying began the old tactics on his arrival: 
Admiral Seymour was insulted, several English 
officers were stoned, and every attempt made 
in the approved manner to get up a row; 
the old Canton policy was being tri-d on, ani 
the populace were invoked as the instigators. 
Unfortunately old Kiying had in a confidential 
report to the Emperor disclosed in so many 
words the game he had been playing, and 
amongst the papers found in Yeh’s yamen on 
his capture was the original memorial. Kiying 
was sent for, aod in the most polite manner 
shown his own document; the old diplomatist 
was caught in his own trap, and disappeared. 
He was not forgotten by his Emperor, who sent 
him an equally polite message that he had lived 
sufficiently long. Kiying had no option but.te 
accept; Yeh, too, overcome by chagrin, shuffled 
off his mortal coil in imprisonment at Caloutta. 

They had no successors; the vulgar bully-—s 
type well displayed in Dr. Smith's Village Life 
in China—is for the future represented by the 
village sneak, of which order Li Huue“uaae 
may be accepted as a lypical example. The 
characters in the drama of history in China 
are as distinctly marked as their representatives 
on the Chinese stage, and given the previons 
scene we may safely predicate the chief acturs 
and the part to be played by each. The disturb- 
ing element 1s here the European, and the part 
in controlling the piece to be taken by the Great 
Powers. a 

It was unfortunate that the choica of the 
British Government fell upon a man of senti- 
ment rather than of action. Lord Elgin was a 
man of ability, but had conceived a strango 
aversion towards Hongkong, and more espe-

“It was his fate] much against his will ap-. © -— 
parently, to wage !wart‘on: Chins in order to ~ 
revindicate a right which had lapsed through 
the weakness and wrong-headedness of certain 
British representatives; yet in the closing act — 
of a perfectly successful war he commits the 
self-same error on 8 more comprehensive scale, 
entailing on some future vrnment and 
plenipotentiary the necessity of making yet 
another war on (hing to recover what he was 
giving away. What is the explanation of this 
continuous repetition of the same mistake? It

; To this kind of illusion Lord Elgin 
was by temperament more predisposed than 
any of his predecessers, save Captain ‘Elliot. 
Though convinced by his first encounter that 
Chinese statesmen were fools and tricksters, 
the simulacrum soen asserted eyes over 
the actuality of experience, and to the honour ; 
of the very persons so stigmatieed he commit- 
ted the interests of his country, abandoning all . 
the securities which he held in his hand.” 

Alluding to the spirit in which he under- — 
took the task entrusted to him, our author quotes 
his own words :— . 

“[ have seen more to disgust me with my 
own countrymen than I saw during the whole 
course of my previous Jife. T have an 
instinct in me which loves righteousness and 
hates iniquity, and all this keeps me in a per- 
petual boil. . . The tone of the two of 
three men connected with mercantile houses in 
China whom I find on board is all for blood and 
Massacre on a great scale.” 

Believing this, and acting according to their 
consciences, most men of hohour would have 
resigned the task imposed om them. Lord 
Elgin's conscience was not so straight-laced. 
Believing he was doing wreng, as we havo his 
own words for stating, he yet characteristically 
for a consideration accepted the (ask; and tried 
to square it with his conscience by deliberatedly 
spoiling tha work. This is the dilemma in 
which we are placed by his own confession in 
passing judgm+nt on the man. Probably he 
thought that there was more honour with less 
trouble to be gained from being the first to con- 
cude a treaty with Japan; and this is the most 
lenient view we are permitted to take of his 
undenishie failure in China. 


Be this as it may; having made the treaty - 
according to his instructions, instead of waiting 
to see its ratification, which only entsiled a 
journey of some eighty miles, he without waitin 
a moment showed his disregard of the whole spirit 
of his instructions, and sonttled off to Japan. 
The Chinese who had taken the measure of their 
man, on his return approached him and by 
jolery induced him to rescind “the most 
portant stipulation — that of - residence in - 
Peking. There were no telegraphs in those 
days, and Lord Elgin, who felt that the game 
had been thrown away, and seeing that the 
lapsed condition could not be regained with- 
out another war which he had not the re-. 
quisite courage -to andertake, slipped ignomin- 
lously out of China.. So ingloriously ended - 
the second ( hina war.

One and 
perhaps the most important, was the sup- 
pression of the Taiping reballion, which at one 
period seemed likely to result in the destruction 
of the reigning dynasty. ‘Vhen Lord Elgin 
‘went up the Yangtaze River he found the 
greater part of the lower river occupied on both 
banks by the rebals, whose excesses had almost 
depopulated this, the most prosperous portion 
of the Empire. It was found necessary to make 
some arrangements for the freedom of trade. 
The rebels either would not or could not abide 
by thes. arrangements, and little by little the 
Allies were drawn in‘o taking an active part 
against the insurgents, This led to a r gular 
campaign under Gordon in lower Kiangsu, 
which resulted in tho final suppression of the 
movement by the recapture of Soochow. Un- 
fortunately the feeling thus engendered lel 
to a gradual relaxation of the facilities 
gainod by the war, of which the Chinese took the 
utmost advantage to resume the old obstruc- 
tive policy. The war was notaworthy in bring- 
ing to the surface the Futai of Kiangsn, Li Hung- 
chang, whose name came afterwards to be so 
clos ly associated with political affairs as to b:
